eyc+uponthe beginning and procedure of that Warre ( which ſome 
by a moſt monſtrous impudenee would _— upon their Maje- 
ſties) or apon the late Ceſſation, and the trar-ſpoBof Auxilarics 
fince from thence. There arc fome that in broken peeces have 
written of all three, butnot in one entire diſcourſe, as this is : nor 
hath any hitherto hic upon thoſe reaſons and inferences that (hall be 
di[played herein. ; 

But he who adventures to judge of affaires of State, ſpecially of 
traverſes of Warre, as of Pacitications, of Truces, Suſpenſions of 
Armes, Parlics, and ſuch like, mult well obſervethe quality of the 
times, the ſuccefſc and circumitance of matters paſt, the pollure 
and preflure ofthiags preſcnr(and upon the P/are )the inducement 
or enforcement of cauſes, the gaining of time, the neceſſity of pre« 
venting greater miſchietes ( whereunto true policy Promethens 
like hath alwayes an eye) with other advantages. The late Ceſſs- 
tion of Armes in {reland was an affiirc of this natore; a truc Atof 
State, and of as high a conſequence as could be : Which Ceflation: 
is now become the common Subje bf every mans diſcourſe, or ra- 
ther the diſcourſe otevery common Subje?,all the three Kingdomey 
over: And notonely the ſubject of their diſcourſe, but oftheir cen- 

ſwve alſo; nor of their cenſure onely, but of their reproach and ob- 

. For the World is comenow to that paſſe,that the Foot muſt 
pe the Head, the very Cob/er mult pry into the Cabinet Coun- 
ſellsoſhis X ing; nay, the Diftaffe is ready ever and anon to arraign- 
the Sceprerz Spinltreſles are become Stateſ- women,and every yt 
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an turned Politician; ſuch a fond irregular humour reignes gone» 
rally of late yearcs amongſt rhe Engliſh Nation. 
ow the Debgne of this ſmall diſcourſe, h the Subjere. 
quire a farre greater volume, is, to vindicate His Majeſties moſt 
pious Intentions in condeſcending to this late fuſpenſion of Armes 
in His Kingdome of /relan1; and ro make ita e toany rationall 
ingenious capacity, (not pre-occupied or pur blinded with paſſon ) 
chag there was more of honour and neceſſity, more of pradence and 
piety in the ſaid Ceſſation, than there was cither in the Farification 
or Peace that was made with the Scor. 


But to procecd herein the more methodically, I will lay downe, 
The reall and true radicall cauſes of the lareewo yearcs 1-1/6

Secondly, the courſe His Majeſty uſed ro fappreſic it. 
Laſtly, thoſc indiſpenſable impaitive reaſons and invincible ne- 
ceſſiry which enforced Hws Majeity tucondeſcend toa Cefllarion, 
Touching the grounds of the {aid Infurretion, we may remem- 
ber when His Majelty, out of a picus deſigne Vas His /are HMareſty 
alſo had) to fertile an — ſerving God in ail his thre 
Kingdomes, ſent our Zirmegreto 015 Subjets of Srorland; forme of 
chat Nation made ſuch an advantage hereof, that though it was 2 
ching onely recommended, not commanded or preſſed upon them, 
and FA cal'd in ſuddenly againe by a molt gracious Proclamation, ac- 
companied with a generall pardon : Yet they wovld not reſtthere, 
bur they would taxe the opportunity hereby tu demoliſh Biſhops, 
and the whote Hierarchy of the Church (which was no grievance 
at all rillthen ) To which end, they put ctheſclves in aQuall Arms, 
end obtaincd at laſt what they liſted ; whick they had not dared to 
have done, had they not beeg fure ro have as good friendsin Eng+ 
land nx they had inScorland (23 Lrſley himielte conteſled to Sir Wsl- 
liam Berkley at Neweaſtle) for ſome vf the chicieſt Inconformiſts 
here, had not onely intelli with them, bat bad been of their 
Cabinet-counſells in moulding the Plot : though ſome would caſt 
this Warreupon the French Cardinall, to vindicate the Invaſion 
we made upon 1 - the Iſle of Rets; as alſo for 
ſome gdvantage the Engli to Spaniard in tranfporti 
his MR Duankerk,, with other offices, Others would cat 
upon 
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apon the Jeſuit, that he ſhould project it fiſt, to force His Majeſty 
to have recourte to his Roman Catholick Sub;cAs for ayd, that to 
they might,by ſuch /apererogarery (ervice ingratiate the mic}ves the 
more into his favcar. 

The Irif hearing how well their next Neightours had ſped by 
way of Armes, it filled thens tull of tho! ghts and apprehentions of 
Feare and Iealouſic, that the Score would prove more pewerfull 
bereby, and conſequently wore able to doe them hurt, and toat. - 
ecmpt wayes to reſtraine them of that connivency, which they 
wereallowed in poynt of Religion? Now there 1s no Nation upon 
Earth that the #4 hate in that perieion, and with a greater An- 
tipathy, than the Scer , or from whom they conceive greater dan. 
ger: For whereas they have an old propheſie amongſt them, w hich 
one ſhall heare up and downe in every mouth, T hat the day wil 
Come when the Iriſh ſhall weep upon Englihs ment graves, They feare 
that this propheſic will be verified and fulfilled in the Scor, aboye 


any other Nation. 
Morcover, the /ri/b entred mto conſideration, that T hey alſo had 


ſy grievances and grounds of complaint, both touching their 
wat fs conſcicnces, which they _— to be farre greater 
then thoſe of the Seors. For they fell ro thinke, that if the Score was 
ſaffered to introduce a new Religion, it was reaſon they ſhould nor 
be ſo pinched inthe exerciſe of their o/d, which they glory _ 
Sor 


to have altered, And for temporal] matters (wherein t 
no grievance at all to ſpeake of ) the new Plantations which had 


been lately afoot, to be made in Conanght and other places ; the 
concealed lands and defeQive titles which were daily found cur; 
the new cuſtomes which were impoſed, and the incapacity they 
had tv any preferment or «ffice in Church and State (with other 
things) th:y conceived theſe to be grievances of a farregreater na» 
ture, and that deſerved redrefle much more than any the Stor had. 
Tothis end, they ſent over Commiſſioaers to attend this Parlia. 
ment in Englerd,with certaine Propoſitions,bat thole Commiſſio- 
ners were diſmiſſed hence with a ſhort and unfavoury anſwer, 
Which bred worſe bloud in the Nation then was formerly gatkered; 
and theſe, with that leading caſe of the Scor, may be faid ro be the 
firſt incitements that —v—_— riſe. 


Inthe courſe of humane ations, we dayly find it tobe a mw 
rule,, 
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, rule, Exempla movent, Examples move, and make Ntrong impreſſi- 
ons upon the fancy; Precepts arc not lo povertull ay Precedents, 
The laid example of ©corlaud, wrought woudertully upon the ima- 
pination of the /ri4, 14 filled them (as 1 touched before) with 
thoughts of emulation , that THey deſerved altogether to have as 
gonduſige as the Seer, their Country be11:2 farre inore brnehiciall, 
and co ſcquently, more i:nporting tbe En21iſh Na:ion. But theſe 
v;cre but confat. d impertect notions, whi: !1 began co receive more 
vigour an4 forme after the death ct the Eric of Srraford, who 
had kept them uader focxat an wbedicnce, thoagh foine cenſure 
him to have ſcrewed up the ſtrin.;5 0! the Harp too high; infomuch 
that the taking off of the Earle © Straford': hcad,may be faid to be 
the ſecond incitement eo the heads ot that lafourre tion roſtirre, 

Adde hercunt-1,that the /ri& cn crftinding with whatacrimony 
the Roman Catholicks in England were procceted againſt lince 
the ſitting of our Parliament. aud what turther delignes wereafoct 
againſt them,andnot onely againſt them, but for ranv« rſing the Pro- 
tcſtant Religion it felfe, as it is now pra tiled (which fome ſhal» 
low.braind S:hiſmaticks doc thro's into the fame ſcales with Pcs 
pery.) They thought it was high time for them to forecalt what 
thould become of Them, and how they (hvu d be hag.tled in poynt 
of conſcience, when a new Deputy of the Parliaments eleRtion 
(approbation at leait ) ſhuzld come over. Therefore they tcl! ro 
conſule of ſome means of timely prevention : And this was ano» 
ther motive (and it wasa ſhrewd ons) which puſht on ith: /ri>to 
take up Armes. 

Laſtly, that Army of $000 men, which the Earle of Srrafford 
had raiſcd to be tranſperted to England tor fuppreſiing the Scor, be. 
ing by the advice of our Parliament here, disbanded; the Country 
was annoyed by ſome of thoſe (tragling Souldiers , asnout«ne in 
tweatyot the /ri, will from the Sword tothe Spade, or fram the 
Pike ro the P.ough againe. Therefore thervvo Marqueſies that were 
AmbaffaJuurs here, then for Spaine, having propounded to have 
ſome numbers of thoſe disbanded Forces, for the ſ{crvice of their 
Maſter; His Ma cſty by the mature Advice of his Privy Counſel], 
to occurre the miſchictcs that might ariſe to His Kingdome of Ire- 
land by thoſe looſe caſhecred Souldiers, yeelding to the Ambaſſa- 
dours motion, who ſcat gotice hereof to Spaine accordingly, and ſo 


provided 
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provided ſhipping for their tranſport, and imprefſed many te 
advance the buſinefle; bur as they were in the heat of that 
work, before His Majeſty went into Scerland, the two Houſes 


made a ſudden Rop of premiſed Troops, who had de. 

ended long upon the Spaniards lervice, as the Spaniard had 
| on theirs. And this was the laſt, though not the Jeaſt fatal 
cauſe of that horrid Iafurre&on': All which particulars well 
confidered,'it had been no hard matter to have been a Propher, 
and ſtanding apon the top of Holy Head, to have foreſecn 
thoſe black clovds engendring in the Iriſh aire, which broke 
out afterwards into {uch tearfull rempeſts ot blood. 

Out of theſe premiſes, it is caſy for any common under- 
an.jng, not tranſported with paſſion end private intereſt, tg 
draw this concluſion, That They who complied with the 
Scot in his InſurreQtion; T bey who diſmiſſed the Iriſh Come 
miſſioners with ach a ſhort awpol5rickan{wer; They who took 
< # the Earle of Sirafford: head, and delayed afterwards the 
diſpatching of the Earic of Zeiceſter; They who hinder«d thoſe 
iabanded truops in /reland to goe for 3paine, may be juſtly ſaid 
to have been the truce canſcs of the late InfurreRion of the 
Irith; and confcquent]y, it is caſy to know upon the account of 
whole ſoules muſt be laid the blood of thofe hundred and odde 
thouſands poore Chriſtians , who periſhed inthat Warre; fo 
that had it becn poſſible to have brought over their bodies un- 
putrified to E»gland, and vo have caſt them at the doores, and 
in the preſence of fome men, I believe they would have 

ſhed out afreſh into blood, for diſcovery of their truc mur- 
therers. 

The grounds of this Infarreftion being thus diſcovered, let 
us examine what mcans His Majcſty uſed fer the ſuppreſſion 
of it, He madc hisaddrefſe prefently to his great Councell, the 
Engliſh Parliament thea aflembled, which Queen Elizaberb 
and her Progenitors d1d ſeldome uſe to doe, but only rotheir 
Privy Councell in ſuch caſes, who had the diſcuſſing and tranſ- 
ating of all forreigne affaircs; for in mannaging matters of 
State, ſpecially thoſe of Warre, which muſt be carried with all 
the lecrecy that may be , Trop grand nombre, eft encombre, ay 
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the Frenchman ſaith, too great a number of Counſc)lours may 
be an incumber , and expoſe their reſults and reſolutions ro 
diſcovery and other diſadvantages, whereas in military pro» 
ceedings the work ſhould be atoor before the Connſels be 


blazed abroad. Well, His Majeſty tranſmitted this buſinefle to * 


the Parliament of England, who totally undertaking it, and 
wedding as it were the quarrell, (as 1 remember they did char 
of the Palatinete a little before by folemne vore ;the like was 
done by tho Parliament of Scotland alfo , by a publike joynr 
Declaration, which in regard there came nothing of 1t, tended 
lictle to the honour of alt Nation abroad) His Majclty gave 
his royall aſſent to any Propoſi:1onsor As for railing of Men, 
Money and Armes to performe the work. But hereby no man 
is ſo ſimple as to think His Majcſly ſhould abſolutly give 0- 
verhisown perſonall carc and prorction of that his Kingdom, 
it being a Rule, That « King can no more deſart the proteftion 
bis own People, then they their ſubjeftion to bm. In all his 
eclarations there was nothing that he endear'd and inculca. 
ted more often, and witch greater aggravation and carneſtnefle 
untothem, then the care of his poor Subjets their fellow+ 
Proteſtants in /reland: Nay , he reſented their condition fo 
farre, and rook the buſineſle {o to heart , that He offered ro 
paſſe over japei ſon for their reliefe : And whocan deny but 
this Was a maxgnanimons and King-like refolution? Which the 
Seets by publike AR of Councell, did highly ap-rove of, and 
declared it to be an argumentof care and courage in His Mae 
jeſty. And jonlc [- it had done infinite good in the opini- 
on of them that have felt the pulſe of the Iriſh people,who are 
daily orcheard togroan, how they have bin any time theſe 400 
yex's under the Engliſh Crown, and yet never ſaw butetwo of 
their Kings all the while apon /r+/b ground, though there be bur 
a ſalt ditch of a few houres faile to paſie ever. And much more 
welcome ſhould His Majeſty, now regnanr, be amongſt them, 
who, by generall rradition, 7 hey conteſie and hold ro come on 
the paternal! fide from Fergas ( by legall and linea!l deſcent } 
who was an Iriſh Prince, and after King of Scor/and, whereas 
the tic!e of a]l our former Kings and Queencs wa mr at 
Waycs 
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al wajes by the __ His Majeſty finding that this Royalf 
proffer of engaging His own Perſon, was rejeRted with a kind 
of ſcorne, couckt in ſmooth language , though the maine buſi- 
nefſe concerned Himſelteneerelt, and indeed folely Himſelfe, 
thet Kingdome _ His own hereditary Right. Vnderſtand- 
ing alſo, what baſc (iniſter uſe there was made of this inforre- 
AFH9n by ſome trayterous malevolent perions, who, to caſt a- 
{perfions upon His Majeſty, and to poyſon the hearts of His 
people, beſides pablike infamous reports, counterfeited cer. 
tain Commiſſions ia His Majeſties name to authorize the buſi - 
neſſe, as ifhe were privyroit, though I dare pawa my ſoule 
His (or Her Maj*ty ) knew ao more of it the the great Aſo. 

or did. Finding ut that the Commiſſioners imployed hence 
Forhe managing and compoſing matters in that Kingdome, 
nominared by rhe Parliament, and by their recommen- 
dation authorized by H1s Majeſty, did not obſerve their inſtru- 
ions, and ver were connived at, Vaderſtanding alſo, what an 
inhamane eſigne there was berween them and the Seor, in 
lien of ſuppre'img »1in{ rreHon toeradicate and exringuiſh 
a whole Nation to make booty of their lands, ( which hopes 
the London Adventurers did hugge , and began to divide the 
Bears «kin before he was taken, as His Mzjz!ty told them) an 
attempt the Spaniard, nor any other Chriſtian State ever inten» 
ded againlt the worſt of Savage; The conceit whereof infuſed 
ſach a deſperate courage, cagernef(* and valour into the [rifh, 
thar it male them turn »eceſſiry into 2 kind of verewe, 
Moreover, His Majeſty taking notice that thoſe royall $ub- 
fidies, with other vaſt Contributions whereunto he had given 
way , with the ſummes of pirricu!ar Adventurers (amongſt 
whom fome Aliens ( Hefanders) were taken in, beſides the 
Seer, to fhare the Country) were milſapplyed, being viſibly 
imployed , rather to feed an Eng/4h Rev=ilion then to ſap- 
eflc an /ri/b : Nay, underſtanding that thoſe charitable Col- 
etions which were made for the relief- of choſe diftrefſed 
Proveſtants, who being ſtripped of all their livelyhood in Jre- 
land, were forced to flye over to England, were converted to 
Ra Cer e—g tothe Gi- 
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vers imtemtion. Hearing alſo that thoſe 5 000 men which had 
been levved an | afſiencd tro goc under the Lord wherron, the 
Lord of Korry,Sir Faithfull Forte/cne and others, were viverted 
from coing tothe W ct of /re/avd, and ixaployed romikeus 
the Earle of Efex Army: Aud having notice be(ides that tl:: 
Earle of Warwecke bad (tay d ccrtune ſhips going thither with 
lupplics, and that there was an attempt to tcn for over to 
England foinc of thoſe Seortiſh Forces which were in. V/7er, 
with.ut bis privity. Laſtly, His Majcty hndmg bim/elfe wne 
f:red, and indeed dilabicd to reach thote His dattrefied Sub- 
jects, His owne Reyall Arme, all His Navall rength, Reve- 
nues and Mag-zines being out of Hi» bands; and having as hard 
agame to play ill with the Scot, and as pernicicus a fire to 
quench in Fng/and, as any of bis Progenitors ever had: Recei- 
ving intelligence alſo dayly from His Proteſtant Nobility and 
Gentry theoce, in what a deſperate caſe th: whole Kingdome 
ood, rogether with the report of the Committee that atten» 
ded His Majeſty from them expreſly for that ſervice , who 
{t other deplorable paſa 1c5 in their Petition, repreten- 
red, all meancs by which comftert and life fen'ld be convey. 
ed wnto that gaifing Kingdome, ſeemed to be tatally obSrullicd, 
and that unleſſe timely reliefe were afforded, Hut Loyall Subjett: 
there muſt yeeld their Fortunes for a prey, their Liver for « ſa» 
erifice, and their Religion for a ſcorn 11 the mercileſſe Rebels, 
His Majeſty (as it was hightime for Him) taking into bis 
Princely Thoughts thoſe wofall complaints and cryecs of His 
poore Subjefts, condeſcended ar laſt ro appoint fome Perſons 
of Hogour to heare what the [r:/6 nould fay for themſelves, 2s 
they had oftea peritioned; and God forbid but the King of Ire. 
lavd ſhould receive his Subjefts petitions, as well ao the K'ng 
of Scotland, But His Majeity being unſatisfied with what the y 
then, the Lord Marquifſc of Ormond marched 
withconfderable Forces aga1n't them, and he came off 
with hogour, yet norelicte at all com thither for many 
moneths after the Parliament bere, whe had undertaken 
the buſinefic, and had reccived all che Summes and Subſidies, 
with other wikaywac Contribuczons to thet kind , matters

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grew dayly worſe and worſe, To ſfurrme vpa!), His Majeſty 
receiving exprefice and poſitive Advice from his Lord juſtices 
and Councell of State there, that the whole Kirgeom was up- 
on poynt of utter perdition, which was co-intimated the ſame 
time to the Parliament here, by a ipeciall Letter tothe Spen- 
ber, 1 fay His Majcſty hoding that he had neither Power of

For our of theſe pre- 
miſes a'fo, doth reſult this kecond concluſion, Thatthcy who 
miſapplyed theſe Meneys, and miſrmeployed thoſe Men which 
were levyed with His \iajeſties Royall Aſcnet tor the reduRti» 
on of /reland: T hey who (ct a vorthet molt languinary deligne 
of extirpating, at \caſt of ex/laving a whole ancient Natiun, 
who were ed there by the hand of Providence fromthe 
beginning « They who hindred His Majeſties rransfretation 
thither to rake cognizance of his owne affaires and expole the 
cuantenance of His owne Royall perſon for compoling of 
thi gs: They, They may be {aid to be the true cauites of that 
unavoydable neceſſity (anc as the heatben Pocrtlings, 7s 
Gods theſelver cannot reſiſt Neceſſuy) which Entorced His 
Majlty tocapitulate withthe ris, and aſſent ro2 Ceflation. 
It was the faying of one of the braveſt Roman Emperours, 
md it wasoften uted by Henry the Great of France.s, Her Ma» 
j. ics Father, That he had rather ſave ti! e life of one loyall Snb- 
jet then ball @ harndr ed Empmnncs : It may well be thoughe that 
anc of the prevalentſt in ucements that moved His Maje!ty 
{ beſides thoſe formerly mentioned ) to condeſcend to this 
Ir i Ceſſation, was a {cnlc he had of the effulitunof his owne 
Pure Subjects Bloud, the hazard of the utter exyrpation ot 
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the Proteſtants there, and a total! jirrecoverable lofle of that 

| , #s wasadveriiicd both in the Petition of the ro. 
rtcltanes themſelves, the relation of the Commirree jiwp 
thither to that purpoſe, and the expreiie Letrers of the Lord 
Iuſtices and Counce!) there, 

To prove now, that this Ceffation of Armes in /reland was 
more honourable and faller of Prety, Prudence and Neceflity, 
then cither the Pacification or Peace withthe Seer, 1 hope, 
theic few enſuing arguments (above divers others which can- 
not be inſerted here, in regard of the fore-intended brevity 
of this Diſceurſ: ) will ferve the rune.
